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Concerning the passage of the Or- 
phan Asylum bill the News says: 

“If Governor Kinkead had possessed 
the proper amount of backbene ex- 
pected of a faithful guardian of the 
interests of the State, and the expo- 
nent of the constitutional laws of the 
State, he would not have approved 
the legislative act which authorized 
this new drain upon the public purse. 
Bat haviog allowed it to become a 
law, in fact having himself created or 
allowed the ‘apparent conflict between 
the law and the State Constitution, 
he felt that consistency demanded that 
he should approve this resulting bill. 
So he signed it, expressing his opin- 
ion that his signature did not amount 
to much, or, to use his own words, 
the matter is ‘beyond the power ot 
the Board of Examiners to determine, 
and must be settled by judicial de- 
cision.’ Wonder if he felt that way 
when he approved the infamous Lot. 
tery bill which ‘judicial decision’ sub- 
sequently sat down upon so effectual- 
ly? Jasper Babcock said: ‘I sign the 
within bill, but doubt its constitu- 
tionality.’ As Secretary of State and 
supposed to be the faithful guardian 
of the State’s most vital interests, he 
should have given the State the bene- 
fit of his ‘doubt’ and not left the mat- 
ter to be settled by ‘judicial decision.’ 
Babcock knew very well that to be 
consistent the Governor must sign the 
bill, and he also knew verv well that 
Attorney General Murphy, the other 
member of the Board, would not sign 
it, having already declared it uncon- 
stitutional.” 

The queer part of this matter is that 
the bill in question was passed one 
month ago. The papers have been 
asking about it, but the matter was 
kept shady. “The Capital walls are 
very thick,“ as we have said before. 
Within one week the Virginia Chron- 
icle learped that the bill would not be 
passed upon until October,when it had 
already reached the Controller. If 
there wes an “apparent conflict be- 
_ tween the law and the Constitution” 
why did Kinkead sign it? If the bill 
Was unconstitutional why did Bab- 
cock pass it? Let us hear from one 
who knows.

EDITORIAL NOT. 


Vaccination is compulsory in the 
State of Maryland. The Vaccine 
Agency of that State was established 
by statute in 1874, the agency being 
required to furnish pure bovine virus 
to physicians throughout the State 
gratuitiously. The Health Depart- 
ment of Baltimore has 10 vaccine 

physicians employed at a salary of 
3300 per annum each. The total 
amount expended fer vaccination in 
Baltimore the past five years was $15,- 
000. Only one death from smallpox 
occurred ia that city during the first 
‘six months of this year. 


At 4 o'clock on Sunday morning 
April 24th, 1881, the first iron ever 
made in California was run from the 
turnace. The event took place in 
Placer county, and the locality is 
named Hotaling, in honor of the well- 
known San Francisco merchant, who, 
with Irving M. Scott and Egbert 
Judsen were the founders of this en- 
enterprise. The establishment is un- 
der the Superintendence of James M.

TERRITORIES. 


An engagement between renegade 
Apaches and Mexican ranchers has 
taken place in Red Creek, on the 
San Mateo Mountains, New Mexico. 
Seven Mexicans were wounded, and 
one has died. 

At Point Roberts, W. T. last Sun- 
day, the proverbial fisherman’s luck 
took a turn for the better. On that 
day 10,000 fish were taken in three 
[odian nets in six hours. 


A later dispatch from Captain Jack 
Crawford, at Fort Craig, New Mexico, 
says that at 11 o’clock Thursday the 
Indians jumped Mitchell's party of 10 
Americans and twenty-six Mexicans 
out from Chloride City, on a train in 
Red Canon. The fight lasted unti! 
dark. Three Indians were killed, and 
nine Mexicans and Americans were 
wounded and killed, with two miss- 
ing. 

Tom Ne, one of the murderers of 
Mr. and Mrs. Perkins, in Klickitat 
county, W. T., escaped frbm the 
County Jail at Yakima City, and last 
Monday was recaptured a Sheriff 
Shebley and two deputies. Tom Ne 
was taken unawares, thrown down, 
disarmed and tied. Two squaws were 
with him, who made a furious attack 
on the captors. One of the officers in 
self-detense, was compeiled to shoot 
one of the women through the arm. 
The other squaw fought like a tigress, 
and had to be clubbed over the head 
with a revolver. Meantime Tom Ne 
managed to get loose, and arming 
himself with a hatchet, renewed the 
murderous attack. One of the officers 
was severely wounded. After a des- 
perate encounter the trio were cap- 
tured and taken to Yakima City.
